American Jewelry Designers Find Much of Value in Oriental Craftsmen’s Handiwork.

f reflects rather badly on modern civil- 
[ ization to find that such a ghastly affair

This, however, is the case at pres- 
for the crafts of jewelry work and 
silversmithing, as practised by the Bul- 
garians, Servians, Roumanians, Montene- 
zrans and their enemy, the Turks, as well 
as the near-by, though inactive, Austrians 
and Russians, has caused a general stir in 
the jewelry trade in this distant land of 
ours and their stvles of workmanship have 
so come into vogue that a hunt has been 
set up in New York city for original pieces 
and even authentic copies of the foreign 
handiwork on which our modern, home 
artisans may base imitative designs. 

A few good examples of the real arti- 
cles are to be found in the museums, and 
a few samples are shown in some books, 
but the best pieces are hidden away in pri- 
vate collections, and are not always avail- 
able to those who most need them. The 
illustrations given here have been taken 
from such collections and are among the 
very best and truest representatives of the 
respective nations’ jewelry. 

They are given primarily for use as a 
basis on which to plan subsequent designs; 
but they are, irrespective of the present 
fashions, a study in themselves and will 
warrant the time given to their examina- 
tion. 

In considering the art of the European 
jewelry maker it is necessary to turn to 
the original incentive of these present 
workers—Oriental jewelry—to give a cor- 
rect idea and appreciation of their motives 
and modes of expression. 

We must travel East before finding the 
riginal of all the subsequent crafts of the 
‘uropean countries. From China and India 
ame the first ideas of enamel work,

Practically, then, we have under consid- 
ation jewelry from lands reaching a third 
the way around the globe, which, 
rough tradition, is similar in underlying 
ilities and different only in minor, local 
uliarities of composition and treatment.

tion on to the next; from China to Aus- 
tria, leading by successive stages through 
the true Oriental designs which have been 
growing in favor as the present season ad-

vanced up to the latest innovation, Balkan 
jewelry. 

THE JADES AND CARVED BEADS OF CHINA. 

The combination of jade and diamonds 
which have been in vogue during the past 
winter is only a single instance of the pos- 
sibility of utilizing a strictly Asiatic fea- 
ture in modern jewelry designing, and, with 
this successful example as an incentive, de- 
signers are turning to happy account many 
other Oriental ideas and motifs until now 
considered quite inapplicable to Occidental 
jewelry. Unusual forms and contours and 
combinations of bright-hued gems are all 


convertible features of Chinese jewelry, 
and for this purpose the noteworthy origi- 
nals are shown in the first sketch. (Fig. 1) 

The three pendants are formed of the 
characateristic, marvelously carved jade and 
beads. In the first beads of crystal and 
amethyst alternate, and the large, oddly 
shaped portions are of jade, carved and 
incised with Chinese characters and sym- 
bols. 

The slabs of jade in the next pendant are 
irregular in shape and decorated with in- 


scriptions. The joining beads are of goid. 


This jewel and the one following are sus- 
pended from heavy, woven silk cords that 
are worn around the neck and hang on 
each shoulder, a pair of the pendants fin- 
ishing each silk rope like jeweled fringes. 





WORK. 


BEADS AND ENAMEL 


The third pendant is from a Mandarin 
necklace and is formed of flat disks of jade 
and red and yellow carnelians. Color 
schemes, such as this, are typical of the 
jewels from China, and in some of the 
long necklaces worn by those of high sta- 
tion are to be found such striking combi- 
nations as clear amber with amethysts and 
red coral, or rose quartz, turquoise and 
emerald-green jade. 

Enameling is an art to which the Orientals 
are devoted, and three examples of 
their craft are shown in the illustration.

The 
emblems of the peach, fir, bamboo, plum 
and crane are all well known for their 
significance of longevity, and such mon- 
sters as the dragon, tufted lion, unicorn 
and tortoise have equal ornamental possi-

THE JEWELS OF EAST INDIA. 

The workmanship on the best Indian 
jewels is marvelous and the designs of an 
endless variety, but often the size and 
worth of the gems with which they are 
mounted is their greatest attraction for the 
westerner, and a jewel from India, unless 
holding a “priceless” pearl or an enormous 
emerald, fails to gain the admiration it de- 
rves, 

The working of gold is “second nature” 
these naturally artistic people; the deep- 
ved collars and wide bangles and arm- 

lets are composed of myriads of finely 
Wrought details in gold, and in reproduc- 
of Indian jewels this is an essential 

‘ure. The pendant forms on these pieces 

ntricate in design and, indeed, so abun- 
as to Lecome practically rows of tas- 
r whole fringes of gem-set gotd. Wide 
and bands, studded sheets of gold and 

elaborate rings, headdresses and 


ac 
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earrings and strings of costly gems are 
factors to be reckoned with in studying In- 
dian jewelry; but, happily, exact replicas 
will not be worn over here, and all we 
need to know is the essence of the work 
which is encompassed in the art of wrought 
gold. 

Three necklaces, shown in the sketch, 
(Fig. 2) give the idea of tassels and fringes 
to be found in all Hindoo jewels, while 
the composition of the pieces is also typi- 
cal. They are made of gold, hand-wrought 
most exquisitely. The upper one is set 
with chrysolites, peridots, aquamarines, 
zircons and a row of hanging pearls. Large 


much more that is worthy of attention is to 
be found, 

The pendants in the next illustration 
(Fig. 3) are given for their quaint and 
typical shapes. 

In Persia, where turquoises are found so 
plentifully in the rock on the high moun- 
tain ridges, it is naturally of frequent re- 
currence in the native jewels; turquoise, 
pearls and coral outnumber all other gems 
in that country of grace and laziness; 
for, although the, saying is that “Every 
true-born Persian is an artist,” yet in their 
jewels they apparently take little interest. 

Turkish jewelry is in the same sad plight,

topazes, small emeralds and yellow sap- 
phires are mounted in the center necklace, 
while the lower one is composed entirely 
of gold beads. 

So-called “fancy”? stones are favorites 
with the Hindoo craftsmen; cat’s-eyes, star 
sapphires, pink rubies, green, yellow and 
lilac-tinted sapphires, set singly or in har- 
monious combinations, in glittering gold- 
work, characterize Indian jewelry. 

PERSIAN AND, TURKISH ORNAMENTS. 

Whereas the jewelers of India are noted 
for their perfect technique, the artisans 
further west are considered slipshod and 
careless, and the jewels of Persia and Tur- 
key are not of vital importance to the mod- 
ern jewelry designer. The name of “jew- 
els” is quite misplaced in conjunction with 
the flimsy knick-knacks made there, and 
the only artistic merit they have is in the 
contour of the various pieces and not in 
their makeup. 

The edges of the ornaments are fluted 
and pointed, or a combination of both; 
borders, generally of decorative inscrip- 
tions, run around them, enclosing centers 
of gem-studded openwork. In fine mate- 
rials and of more perfect workmanship, 
such designs would have greater possibili- 
ties; but they are typically Oriental in as- 
pect, while from the true Asiatic craft 


and the country that once held the seat of 
all art, Byzantium, is now devoid of so 
much as one branch of that wonderful en- 
ameling, metal-working and gem-cutting 
that was once the glory of Byzantine 
jewelry. 

In the next instalment we will discuss 
Russian, Balkin and Hungarian jewelry.

There was recently sold at Christie’s in 
London a large and handsome collection of 
fine old English silver, formerly the prop- 
erty of Dame Isabella Bell Cooper. Nota- 
ble among the articles disposed of were 
two engraved helmet-shaped cream jugs 
with beaded borders, bearing the dates of 
1787 and 1791 and another with a reeded 
border bearing the date of 1791. Another 
handsome piece sold was a circular sugar 
vase and cover, embossed and chased with 
festoons of flowers and scroll work. The 
foot of the vase was pierced and chased: in 
a similar manner. It bore the name Sam- 
uel Taylor and the date 1760. There was 
also a George II. bread basket, the center 
of which was chased with flowers, shells 
and scrolls with a foliage mantling, and 
the sides pierced and engraved with 
branches of flowers and other floral deco- 
rations. It bore the name of Paul Lamerie 
and the date 1744.

In the first place, there can be no doubt 
that a great, subtle change is taking place 
in every realm of art, which is really an 
expression of the social and economic dis- 
ruptions that characterize modern life and 
thought. Everywhere there is the spirit 
of independence—the effort to cut loose 
from conventions, the desire for freedom 
trom rules and traditions—and this dominat- 
ing impulse has gradually invaded the en- 
tire field of art, including painting, sculp- 
ture, architecture and interior decorating. 
The artist has sought for a newer and 
simpler means of expressing feeling, or, 
again, he has attempted to express in an 
original method the idea ‘of motion and 
power. As a result of this revolution 
against all preconceived traditional laws 
and discipline, he has gone back to the 
primitive—his pictures often showing a 
crudeness and childishness of form and 
color that are amazing—and his sculptures 
and paintings are lacking in all the charm 
of grace and beauty as we have always 
understood these attributes. It is thus 
that in the case of many of the exhibits 
recently shown in New York the concep- 
tions are unintelligible to all but the artist 
himself, and therefore evoke from the crit- 
ics the claim of charlatanism. To the av- 
erage layman they suggest absolutely noth- 
ing. Even to such leading artists as Ken- 
yon Cox they have brought forth the criti- 
cism that the artists of the new school 
“have seized upon the modern engine of 
publicity and are making insanity pay.” 

But, absurd and meaningless as many of 
these paintings seem to the uninitiated, and 

repellant as were the distorted and mis- 
hapen sculptured figures, there was nev- 
rtheless a peculiar interest in them, and 

en Mr. Cox admits that the present cli- 
ax is not a sudden eruption, but “the 
vitable result of a tendency which has 
wn stronger and stronger during the 

st 50 years,” and may culminate in “a 
action toward the classic and the tradi- 
nal.” 
lowever this may be, it is asserted in 
ny quarters that there is strong signifi- 





cance back of it—a great progressive move- 
ment is behind the striking demonstra- 
tions that attendance 
as to stamp the exhibition as unique among 
New York. It is at: least 
interesting as a display of what is being 
done, as an illustration of the drift in art 
and thought, and as an indicator of further 
expression in all industrial departments, in- 
cluding the domain of jewels. 

So, whether we call it “cubism,” “futur- 
ism” or “post-impressiomsm,” and whether 
the exhibits appeal to us or not, the vital 
impulse toward something new and simple 
is apparent on that it 
should be reflected in dress is not surpris- 
ing, for, the dress of fashionable women is 
ever expressive of the times. The ex- 
tremes of to-day—the travesty of color, the 
medley of lines—are no potent in 
their indication of the intellectu- 
ally, esthetically, morally, than were the 
luxurious costumes of the period of Louis 
XVI. indicative of the frivolity and ex- 
travagance of that time. 

If we are daring, bold, forceful and in- 
dependent in our thought, then may we 
look for striking effects in all that pertains 
to the sartorial art. Thus, while the lines 
for the present are less the subject of con- 
cern than they were formerly, color has 
blazed forth in marvelous combinations of 
red and yellow, purple and cerise, green 
and blue and: pink and canary, as indicated 
in the post-impressionistic pictures. The 
prime colors predominate—primitive, peas- 
antlike in sugzestion—and so recklessly are 
they thrown together that the air seems to 
be to gain the most emphatic contrast pos- 
sible. Harmony or blending of color is no 
longer desired—one might almost say that 
a “clashing” is the call of the moment. 

Again, the odd, Oriental flavor as wit- 
nessed in the “futurist” 
form and tone, and as influenced by the 
3alkan War, is noted in the gowning of the 
season. Bulgarian Persian ideas, 
are woven into the notions of the 
prevailing styles. 

From all this it may readily be sensed 
that the jewelry of fashion will follow in 
the general procession, but while the im- 
pression of these influences will be distinct- 
ly felt, their ingenious adaptation will re- 
sult in the creation of absolutely new con- 
cepts. The Oriental note, for example, will 
not mean a revival of the usual Oriental 
jewelry of several years ago. It will mean 
the application of certain salient elements 
of design to modern ideas, treated accord- 
ing to modern methods and developing into 
the formation of novel motifs that simply 
savor of the Orient. 

“*Cubist’?” say some of the jewelers. “It 
is a fad—there is nothing in it. To claim 
that there is art in that ‘mess of nonsense’ 
is absurd. Nothing can be produced to 
excel the beautiful designs of the Louis 
XIV., XV. and XVI. periods and the 
Renaissance. How. could ‘those oddly

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shaped patches of color even be imitated in 
jewelry of the highest class? And what 
would it mean? This insane movement is 
only arrother means of fooling the Ameri- 
can people. The trade in French labels 
shows that Americans want to be fooled— 
and the “cubist” craze is another indication 
of our credulity.” 

But, nevertheless, there are the straight 
lines and angles, and the omnipresence of 
the square and oblong to indicate the’ 
“cubist” impress in the new designs. 
times colored stones are used for shading, 
to portray- the cube, as is instanced in a 
setting of four square diamonds placed to 
form a square outline, the low and right 
sides of which have a row of square, cali- 
ber sapphires, slanting at the corners to 
give the dimensions of width and thickness. 
Or, one square may be placed diagonally 
upon another, two colors supplying the con- 
trast. Even more odd are the two squares 
of closely set diamonds, tangent at corners 
and one to the right of the other, used to 
form the naive decoration for a ring, the 
attachment to the ringband being made by 
means of a slender line of diamonds on 
either side. Square or oblong solitaires 
(with fine diamond work on the sides) for 
the engagement ring, square, oblong and 
checkered effects in brooches, with line- 
work in color, and a tendency to paved 
grounds, upon which are traced extremely 
simple but effective and artistic designs— 
these are a few of the signs of modern art 
in jewelry. 

One cannot fail to detect the “futurist” 
impression also in the novel manner of 
applying color. As so many of these pic- 
tures presented have a “blocked-in’’ ap- 
pearance, so a decided number of the jew- 
elry creations outlining in caliber 
sapphires, emeralds and rubies. It is truly 
a pronounced use of color, contributing not 
only the contrast in the ornament itself, 
but also setting it off strikingly from its 
background, the gown. Another empha- 
sis of color is noted in the use of caliber 
stones immediately surrounding a cabochon 
stone of the same kind. In this way the’ 
small stones encircling the large one in- 
crease the vision of blue and yet give’ 
diversity and interest. 

According to the present outlook, this 
will indeed be a year of color—which prom- 
ises much for the user of semi-precious 
stones. Wherever possible, sharp contrast 
will prevail and there is little prospect that 
the harmony of costumes and jewels will 
be sought. The design will strike the note 
of harmony with the lines and general 
character of the gown, but in the color 
scheme “attempted “opposites” will be the 
consummation desired.

St. ‘Louis, Mo., March 19.—Thanks to 
Gov. Elliot W. Major and the Hess & Cul- 
bertson Jewelry Co., the State of Mis- 
souri now owns a silver service as part of 
the equipment of the Executive Mansion. 
And the jewelry concern, by virtue of hav- 
ing been selected by the Governor to co- 
operate to that end, now signs itself, “Jew- 
elers to His Excellency the Governor of 
Missouri.” 

When Gov. Major moved his family into 
the mansion it was found that the State 
possessed no silver service. It had been

set in diamonds and sapphires, is the royal 
coat of arms of Greece. At the top of 
the hilt a magnificent star sapphire is set. 
This sapphire, being emblematic of good 
luck, fitly depicts the Greek national colors, 
white and blue. 

The scabbard, which is also of gold, is 
decorated with sapphires, and on one side 
is the Greek cross, in blue and white, and 
on the reverse side, set in a medallion, is an 
ancient and valued coin of Alexander the 
Great. On the blade the inscription reads: 
“To Constantine, the liberator, from the 
Greeks in America, 1912.” 

It is intended to send the sword to the 
new king as early as possible, so that

Jewelers Warned Against Directory 
Swindles Now Being Worked in 
Various Sections of the Country. 
Jewelers are warned to beware of direc- 
tory swindlers who are collecting from 
banks and usiness concerns throughout 
the United States from $25 to $200 upon 
forged, altered and bogus contracts bear- 
ing genuine signatures. Some of these 
crooks have been operating in the Maiden 
Lane district, and the Pinkerton National 
Detective Agency has been employed by 
the Association of American Directory 
Publishers to investigate the swindle. 
According to a bulletin sent out by the 
Pinkerton people, a canvasser visits offices 
exhibiting a forthcoming edition of a pro 
posed trade directory or commercial regis- 
ter. He obtains the signature of prospec: 
tive advertisers.to a document on the face 
of which it is agreed to forward, free of 
chafge except express ‘rates, the forthcom- 

ing number of the publication. 

The form upon which the signature of 
the victim is obtained reads as follows: 
“Please forward a complimentary copy ot 
this book, to cost the charge of expressing 
only, guaranteed by the undersigned firm 
to the publishers of this publication, 190.. 
edition, same to cover all charges upon 
presentation.” Space for the person sign- 
ing the order and his address is left to be 
filled in by the victim. The order is- widely 
spaced, and when signed the first three 
lines are cut from it and printed matter 
inserted so as to make the contract read 
as follows: “The-undersigned firm to the 
publishers of this publication will pay $100 
for one page and heading in ...... edition, 
same to cover all charges upon presenta- 
tion.” 

After the lapse of a month or s x weeks, 
a collector presents a bill for collection 
with the signed contract, together with his 
card, as a representative of a coilection 
agency. He displays a copy of some legit - 
mate publication or directory which has a 
cover made up to mislead and a page show- 
ing what purports to be an advertisement 
of the signer of the contract. The victim 
of the conspiracy, of course, has no recol- 
lection of the transaction, but when con- 
fronted with his genuine s'gnature usually 
pays the bill. . Various subterfuges are used 
to obtain the signature to a contract, but 
the result is the same. 

The Pinkerton people point out that this 
fraud can be prevented by obtaining from 
the canvasser complete information and

street and city address of publ cation, by 
refusing to sign the contract and by di- 
rectly informing the Pinkertons regard-ng 
the details of the attempted swindle. It is 
urged that if a canvasser obtains a signa- 
ture to’a contract and a collector presents 
it-in a forged or altered condition, the vic- 
tim*at once get possession of the contract 
and book and retain them for evidence, 
communicating with the chief of police and 
causing the collector's arrest. 

The collector, it is pointed out, will con- 
tend that he has no guilty knowledge of 
the swindle, but is acting for a collection 
agency which is unaware of the forgeries. 
The collector usually carries one bogus 
contract, while a confederate waiting on 
the outside carries the balance of the con- 
tracts to be used in that locality and stands 
ready to act if his colleague is arrested. 
The merchants are advised to endeavor to 
cause the arrest of the confederate on the 
charge of conspiracy, and they should sug- 
gest to the police that they search the con- 
federate for incriminating evidence or con- 
tracts bearing the signatures of other mer- 
chants. The trade is also warned to con- 
sult local directory publishers who may 
assist in furnshing satisfactory evidence 
that the canvasser or collector is an in- 
postor. 








Governor Ralston Signs Indiana Pure 
« Advertising Bill. 
EvANSVILLE, Ind., March 20.—The pure 
advertising bill, which has been advocated 
by the jewelers of the State of Indiana 
for many years and which was passed by 
the Indiana Legislature at the last session, 
has ‘been signed by Governor Ralston and 
is now a law. It makes it a crime to pub- 
lish or disseminate any false or mislead- 
ing advertising matter of any character. 
The bill is short and reads as follows: 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Indiana, That if any person, firm, asso- 
ciation or corporation, or any employes thereof, 
in a newspaper, circular, form letter or other 
publication published, distributed or circulated in 
this State, or on any billboard, sign, card, label or 
other advertising medium displayed on, in or near 
a street, electric car, showcase, store or other 
place in this State, knowingly makes or dissem- 
inates or causes to be made or disseminated -any 
statement or assertion of fact concerning the quan- 
tity, the quality, the method of production or 
manufacture, the cost of production, the cost to 
the advertiser, the present or former price, or the 
reason for the price of the merchandise of such 
person, firm, association or corporation, or con- 
cerning the manner or source of purchase of such 
merchandise, or the possession of rewards, prizes 
or distinctions conferred on account of such mer- 
chandise, which statement or assertion has the 
appearance of an offer advantageous to the pur- 
chaser and is untrue or calculated to mislead, the 
person or corporation, or the member or members 
of a firm or association, causing such statement 


yor assertion to be made or disseminated, also the 


employe making or disseminating such statement 
or assertion, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shall be liable to a fine of not less than $10 
nor more than $500 for each offense. 

All laws in conflict with this are re- 
pealed. The bill carries an emergency 
clause, and it is, therefore, in effect since 
the Governor affixed his signature.

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Paris Pearl Market. 





\krs, March 11.—The situation in the 

| market of this city for the past four 
‘ve months has been a peculiar one, 

it is difficult to state definitely whether 
vas good or bad, depending, as it does, 
irely upon the viewpoint of the observer. 
Prices have been very firm and fine goods 
ve been in demand and are very scarce, 

“speculation,” that optimistic tendency 
mong dealers to buy for future demand, 
has been rather limited, as the political 
situation through Europe has been such 
as to make merchants and brokers exceed- 
ingly cautions about stocking up for fu- 
ture. No one yet knows how these politi- 
cal troubles will end, and there is a feeling 
of pessimism or at least of timidity when 
it comes to the question of tying up capi- 
tal. Money is high, and this is another 
element that curtails speculation. 

The goods sold are taken up on absolute 
demand, most of themn practically being re- 
sold before they are purchased, but this 
kind of trade is not sufficient to make the 
market active. There have been several 
jailures in Paris, Brussels and other cen- 
ters having close connection with us, and 
this is not helping the situation. 

For the past week there has been a much 
better feeling prevailing and prospects are 
brighter than they have been for some 
tre. The fact that the market is strong 
and that good pearls are scarce is a very 
good sign that future business will be 
good as soon as the clouds in the politi- 
cal horizon have disappeared. 

A different situation appears as far as 
colored stones are concerned. In these 
there is really a strong buying movement 
and an upward tendency. This applies es- 
pecially to sapphires, where the demand 
for these stones and the prices obtained 
are considered quite extraordinary. How- 
ever, the assortments in the hands of our 
dealers are insufficient and unsatisfactory 
on the whole. G. K.

J. E. Caldwell & Co., Philadelphia, In- 
stitute Search for Customer’s Jew- 
elry Valued at $200,000 Which 
Disappeared from a Sleeping 
Car. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 19.—J. E. 
Caldwell & Co., 902 Chestnut St., have 
caused a search to be instituted for jew- 
elry in leather cases valued at $200,000, 
which mysteriously disappeared on a train 
between this city and Boston. The miss- 
ing jewelry is the property of one of the 
society leaders of the Back Bay district in 
Boston, whose identity is being closely 
guarded, and was purchased from the Cald- 
well house. 

Further mystery is added to the theft or 
loss through the fact that the jewels dis- 
appeared from a drawing room compart- 
ment on the train, which was occupied 
only by the woman and her French maid, 
who has been absolutely cleared of all sus- 
picion. 

The Boston society leader is confident 
that the jewels disappeared after the train 
leit New York. The police of both this 
city and New York are reticent, but admit 
that the jewels caused a sensation at one 
of the recent exclusive social functions 
given at the Bellevue-Stratford here. 

The thief, in the disguise of a porter 
or trainman, or risking his life by a dar- 
ing swing from the roof of the sleeping 
care, might have entered the compartment 
while the maid was absent or her mistress 
was taking a nap. 

The largest piece of jewelry lost is a 
gorgeous pearl and diamond sautoir. In 
this there are 532 pearls braided into glit- 
tering strands, in which there are 64 dia- 
monds set at intervals. -From this depends 
a heavily jeweled tassel of gold and plati- 
num, in which there are set 71 diamonds 
and 252 pearls. The piece is stamped F. 
822 and J. E. C. & Co. 

A diamond shaped brooch, with a bow 
knot decoration and 150 diamonds set in 
platinum was also stolen. This was stamped 
D. 9,353 and J. E. C. & Co. Another 
brooch is a butterfly shaped of gold and 
platinum. In this are 63 diamonds and a 
single large pearl. This is stamped D. 
9,622 and J. E. C. & Co. Included also 
with these valuable pieces of jewelry is a 
woman’s loop ring set with five diamonds, 
each stone being about % of a karat. 

Officials at the Caldwell store are loth 
to talk of the theft or the mislaying of the 
jewels, whichever it was. They admit, 
however, that their owner is well known 
to members of Philadelphia’s exclusive so- 
cial set, and that nothing was said about 
their loss. until the firm was asked to insti- 


tute a search.

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Six Boys Arrested on Charges of Rob- 
bing Philadelphia Jeweler. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 21.—Arraigned 
before Magistrate Yeates at the House 
of Detention to-day, accused of robbing the 
store of Joseph Mann, 2725 Kensington 
Ave., six boys ranging in ages from nine 
to 15 years were held under $300 bail each 
for court. 

The six offenders were caught after a 
lively chase by the police, during which 
they are alleged to have thrown several 
gold watches and valuable trinkets on the 
housetops in the neighborhood of Ken- 
sington Ave. and Somerset St. The 
youths only surrendered after the police 
had drawn their revolvers and fired sev- 
eral shots. 

At the hearing they gave their names as 
follows: Elmer Lee, 2124 E. Lippincott St.;

Creditors Start Bankruptcy Proceedings 
Against William Schneiderman, 
Brooklyn. 

An involuntary petition ‘in bankruptcy 
was filed last week in the United States 
District Court, Brooklyn, N. Y., against 
William Schneiderman, doing business at 
11 Graham Ave. in that borough. The pe- 
titioning creditors were Solomon Dorfman, 
$337; S. Kaplan & Co., $75; and Royal 
White, $198. The liabilities were placed at 

2,500, with assets of about $1,500. 

In the petition it is alleged that Schnei- 
derman committed acts in bankruptcy by 
making preferential payments to certain 
creditors «nd that he sold in bulk all his 
assets to a corporation known as the 
Schneiderman Jewelry Co., for the purpose 
of cheating and defrauding his creditors. It 
is alleged that the sale was consummated 
several months ago without the knowledge 
of creditors. Eugene F. O’Conner was ap- 
pointed receiver under a bond amounting 


“to $1,000. 


Mr. Schneiderman is a watchmaker and 
jeweler by trade and was originally located 
in Albany, ww. Y., where he did repair 
work. A number of years ago he came to 
New York, and for four years was em- 
ployed by H. J. Woroner. He subsequently 
opened a repair shop at 674 Broadway, 
New York, and later went to 659 Grand 
St. About May 10, 1912, he moved from 
the Grand St. address to his present one 
at 11 Graham Ave., Brooklyn.

It showed that 
he use of a base metal for stiffening is 
clearly prohibited by the statute when it 
brings the quality below the required 
standard, and he who sells the article is 
13 guilty as he who makes it. 

\t the trial of Charles M. Levy, a 
manufacturer of rings at 90 William St., 
and Charles Braxmar, Jr., of the C. G. 
Braxmar Co., 10 Maiden Lane, last Thurs- 
lay afternoon before Justices Flemming, 
Morse and Wilkins, in Part V of the 
Court of Special Sessions, New York, on 
charges of violation of the New York 
State Gold Stamping Law, both were 
found guilty. The Court fined Levy $100 
or 20 days in the city jail and Braxmar, Jr., 
$50 or 10 days in jail. Both paid the fines. 

The proceedings. on these complaints 
irose from the purchase of a ring by Po- 
lice Officer Isaac Levy from the C. G. 
Braxmar Co. last Fall. Mr. Braxmar, Jr., 
took the order for the ring and had it 
made by Charles M. Levy. The customer 
became dissatisfied with his purchase; and, 
claiming that the ring contained base met- 
al, made a complaint to the National Jew- 
elers Board of Trade. The ring was as- 
sayed and found to fall considerably be- 
low the standard for 14 karat for which 
it was bought. 

Atter the complaint had been made to 
the National Jewelers Board of Trade a 
summons was served upon young Brax- 
mar and he, disclaiming all responsibility 
for the quality of the ring, instituted simi- 
lar proceedings against the manufacturer, 
Charles M. Levy. When the case came be- 
fore Magistrate Appleton in the Tombs 
Police Court a short time ago, both de- 
fendants were held to answer in the 
Court of Special Sessions. 

The case of the people against Levy 
was the first one called Thursday after- 
noon. Before the taking of testimony be- 
gan, it was stipulated that there was no 
objection to trying both cases together. 
The first witness called was Isaac Levy, 
a police officer, who repeated the testi- 

y which he had given in the Magis- 
te’s Court. It was to the effect that 

September, 1912, he went to the C. G. 

xmar Co. and ordered a ring of a cer- 

design to be made of 14-karat gold 
to cost about $12. He said that he 
a deposit of $5 and subsequently re- 

d and received the ring from Charles 
<mar, Jr. He said that after he had 
the ring in h’s possession for a time 
shed to have the size of the seal re- 

He visited William Walton, a re- 


tail jeweler at Jamaica, L. I., and asked 
him to do this work. He said he left the 
ring with the jeweler, and a week later re- 
turned to get it, and said he found that 
the box of the ring was plugged with 
base metal. He then took it back to 
Charles Braxmar, Jr., and showed it to 
him and told him that it was not 14-karat 
gold. He testified that the ring was 
marked “14 K.” within a diamond and the 
letter “L.” He then testified regarding 
his visit to Attorney Lorlys Elton Rogers, 
who represents the National Jewelers Board 
of Trade, where he made an affidavit re- 
garding the circumstances of the purchase 
of the ring and said that he afterward 
went to the United States Assay Office, 
where the ring was delivered to United 
States Assayer Commings on Nov. :27. 

The cross-examination by the attorney 
representing the defendant failed to shake 
the testimony of Officer Levy. During the 
course of the cross-examination Officer 
Levy was shown a ring which he was ask- 
ed to identify as being a duplicate of the 
ring made by Charles M. Levy, the manu- 
facturer, and delivered to Braxmar. This 
he said he could not do, as he thought it 
was different from the one he purchased, 
being smaller and lighter. 

The next witness was Charles Braxmar, 
Jr., the defendant in the other case. He 
remembered the visit of Patrolman Levy 
to his establishment, and said that he se- 
lected from a catalogue the design which 
Officer Levy desired for a 14-karat ring. 
He said that, since his concern did not 
manufacture the article, he went to the 
establishment of Charles M. Levy, 90 
William St., and placed with Mr. Levy’s 
clerk an order for a 14-karat gold ring to 
be made up after the design selected. He 
testified that subsequently the defendant 
Levy told him that the ring would have 
to be stiffened, in order to engrave it, as 
was desired, and he said that he told Levy 
to go ahead and stiffen it. His further 
testimony was that the ring was stamped 
14 karat when he received it from Levy 
and that he believed it to be of that fine- 
ness, having no knowledge that the ring 
contained base metal which would bring it 
below the standard of 14 karat. 

On cross-examination it was brought 
out that Charles M. Levy has been in busi- 
ness for 30 years and that he bears a 
good reputation in all parts of the coun- 
try. The witness said that he had never 
known anything against him. Questioned 
about the condition of the ring when it 
was returned to him by Policeman Levy, 
he said that it had been cut. The ring 
which he had selected from the catalogue 
contained an onyx setting, and in the ring 
sold the policeman the onyx setting was 
replaced with a box top on which the en- 
graving was placed. Although questioned 
closely, he denied having given any in- 
structions to the manufacturer about using 
base metal in order to strengthen this box 
so as to admit of placing the engraving. 

The next witness, George R. Commings, 
United States Assayer, verified the testi- 
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mony given by Officer Levy regarding his 
visit to the Assay Office and said that the 
assay of the ring left by Officer Levy 
showed that it contained 9.56 karats of 
gold, whereas it was stamped as being 14 
karats fine. On the cross-examination of 
this witness he was shown a ring said to 
be a duplicate of the one sold to Braxmar 
by the defendant Levy. He testified that 
when the original ring was delivered to 
him that it had already been cut into and 
that under the top of it he found base 
metal. The witness was asked to tell the 
court what the resultant assay would be 
if to a ring of 14-karat gold weighing 7 
dwts. a piece of base metal weighing & 
grains was added and the whole placed in 
the melting pot and subjected to a test. 
After making his calculations, the witness 
said that the test would show an assay of 
13.3. karats, which of course would be 
within the law. He said that he did not 
know how much the base metal in the 
ring which he assayed weighed, but was 
sure about the assay upon the whole as 
falling below the required standard. 

Morris Jacobs, an attorney from Attor- 
ney Rogers’ otnce, when called as a wit- 
ness, testified to the vist which C. M. 
Levy paid to the law office of Attorney 
Rogers and to a conversation held in his 
presence between Messrs. Levy and Rog- 
ers, in which Mr. Levy stated he had put 
the brass plug in the box of the ring, but 
had done so after calling Braxmar’s at- 
tention to the fact that the ring needed 
stiffening, and at Braxmar’s request. 

Attorney Rogers when called said that 
he had never known the defendant Levy 
prior to the time the case came up. He 
stated that he had sent others to purchase 
jewelry from Mr. Levy, but that in every 
case the assay showed that the jewelry 
purchased was up to the standard required 
by the law. 

Charles M. Levy, called in his own de- 
fense, testified that he did not personally 
take the order for the ring in question 
from Mr. Braxmar. His testimony regard- 
ing his conversation with Braxmar about 
strengthening the ring was to the eff<ct 
that he told Braxmar that it would have 
to be stiffened in order to engrave it as 
desired, and that to do this with gold 
would cost about $2 more. He said that 
Braxmar told him that he could strength- 
en it with copper, which he said he did. 
A ring said to be a duplicate was shown 
him which he identified as the same as 
the ore sold to Braxmar. He explained 
that his visit to Attorney Rogers was to 
point out to him that he had made a mis- 
take in prosecuting the case. In order to 
demonstrate to the court how the box of 
the ring had been strengthened, Mr. Levy 
produced a jeweler’s saw and proceeded to 
cut the top of the ring open. 

The foreman in Levy’s factory identified 
the defendant’s ring as one which had been 
made in the Levy factory and which was 
a duplicate of the ring sold Braxmar. This 
rng, he said, weighed 7 dwts.. was made 
of 14-karat gold and contained a strip of 
base metal which weighed 8 grains. A 
workman in the Levy factory, who had 
the actual making of the original ring and 
the other ring in hand, testified that both 
were constructed exactly in the same way 
and that they contained 7 dwts. of 14-karat

saved over 13 karats and was, therefore, 
within the law. His motion for dismissal 
was denied. 

The court then took up the case of the 
people against Braxmar, in which Charles 
Braxmar, Jr., was called as a witness and 
reiterated the testimony which he had giv- 
en in the case of the people against Levy, 
placing special emphasis upon the fact that 
he did not know with what Levy was stif- 
fening the ring in question and that he pur- 
chased the ring as of 14-karat gold and so 
supposed it to be. He said that, ordinarily, 
when such work was done that it was un- 
derstood that the quality of the article 
would not be decreased by the change. He 
said that when Levy, the _ policeman, 
brought back the ring that the box of it 
seemed to be partly filled with some kind 
of metal. Mr. Ernst, Mr. Dillingham and 
Attorney Rogers were called to establish 
the good character and standing of Mr. 
Braxmar. 

\fter a conference of the bench, Judge 
Flemming said that from the testimony 
it seemed there was a filling of som 
kind in the original ring, while the other 
ring did not show a filling of this kind. 
Since the prosecution, however, had fa lel 
to produce a witness to whom the retail 
jeweler had taken the original ring for 
testing purposes, it was fair to presume 
that in the absence of this man’s testimony 
that the original ring and the so-called du- 
plicate were the same. 

Assayer Commings was recalled and he 
testified that the original ring weighed 
more than the defendant’s exhibit. Police- 
man Levy being called again, said that the 
original ring was larger and heavier. Upon 
trying the other ring on his finger, he 
could not get it on. William Walton, the 
retail jeweler, testified that he did not 
weigh the ring when it was brought to him 
by Policeman Levy. This testimony clash- 
ed with that of the policeman who, said 
that the ring had been placed on the 
scales and weighed 9 dwts. On cross-ex- 
amination the reta‘l jeweler said that he 
did not remember whether he weighed the 
ring or not. 

\fter both sides had rested, the court

Jewelers Hold Meeting to Organize the 
Jewelers’ Guild of Philadelphia. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 20.—For the 
purpose of creating a better understanding 
among jewelers, with the ultimate intention 
of working co-operatively for the better- 
ment of trade conditions and the elimina- 
tion of certain evils now said to exist, a 
movement has been started among local 
jewelers here for the formation and or- 
ganization of what is to be known as the 
Jewelers’ Guild of Philadelphia. 

The initial meeting of the founders of 
the proposed guild was held on the evening 
of March 18 at the Jewelers’ Club. Col. 
J. Warner Hutchins was chosen temporary 
chairman, and William Sutton, general 
manager of Earle & Co.'s plant, officiated 
as temporary secretary. A committee on 
organization was appointed, consisting of 
the following men: Ira D. Garman, Charles 
H. Hambly, H. A. Cain, George C. Childs 
and F. L. Davis. 

This committee will report at a subse- 
quent meeting, at which time plans for the 
new organization will have been perfected, 
and an invitation sent to all jewelers to 
attend and participate in the organization 
of the guild. At this time permanent offi- 
cers will be elected, by-laws adopted and 
other important business transacted. 

In addressing the initial meeting on or- 
ganization Col. Hutchins said, in part: 

The time is now ripe for a movement towards 
greater co-operation among jewelers, instead of a 
system of cutthroat tactics which in some jn- 
stances has unfortunately been evidenced in the 
past. We all need each other. We need to get 
together for the purpose of protection if nothing 
else, fiom the ‘‘vest pocket salesman’? who has 
come in our midst, and threatens to give the jew- 
elry trade in Philadelphia a bad name. There are 
also other evils for the obliteration of which ways 
and means must be devised. 

This is a movement in which every jeweler 
should be interested. It means the preservation 
of his business, through the return of a portion 
of that business to the proper channels, instead 
of its gradual disappearance through the medium 
of the ever obnoxious curbstone broker who, with 
conscienceless cunning and shabby trickery, is 
undermining the very foundations of a reputable 
and profitable occupation. It also means the 
elimination of that sort of large manufacturer who 
comes among us with enormous stock and does 
business direct without a license or the expense of 
maintaining a store, and thereby prevents us from 
receiving the aque amount of patronage from the 
public to which we are entitled. 








Three of the Automobile Bandits Who 
Robbed Many Chicago Jewelers 
Sentenced to Jail. 

Cuicaéo, Ill, March 24—Robert, alias 
Teddy Webb, charged with the murder of 
Detective Peter Hart, and Thomas Burke. 
confessed pilot of the automobile gang 
which robbed over a dozen jewelry stores 
here, pleaded guilty last week to the

In this robbery they barred the store 
door with a piece of wood, smashed the 
show window and stole $900 worth of dia- 
monds.

F. V. Wuori, Missing Waukegan Jew- 
eler, Arrested in Canada on Charges 
Made by Chicago Wholesalers. 

Cuicaco, lil, March 24—F. V. Wuori, 
formerly a jewelry dealer at Wcukegan, 
Ill., was arrested in Cobalt, Canada, last 
week and brought to Toronto on a war- 
rant sworn out by Norris, Alister & Co. 
He is charged by local jewelers with oper- 
at.ng a sort of confidence game by which 
he got a large amount of merchandise and 
then skipped out. 

Wuori had dealt with a number of 
houses here prior to December, 1911, and 
had always paid his bills satisfactorily. On 
the afternoon of Dec. 30, 1911, Wuori came 
to Chicago to do a little buying. From 
Rettig, Hess & Madsen he purchased $500 
worth of stock. The C. H. Knights-Thearle 
Co. were favored with an order amounting 
to $145. From Holsman & Alter he got 
$300 worth, and from Norris, Al:ster & Co. 
he got $550 worth. He took all this mer- 
chandise with him and paid by checks on a 
Waukegan Bank. Wuori had laid his plans 
well. He bought after banking hours on 
Friday, Dec. 30. The next day being Sat- 
urday was a short banking day and New 
Year’s day being celebrated on the follow- 
ing Monday, when the banks would also be 
closed, Wuori figured he would get a flying 
start of four days. The checks all came 
back marked no funds and Wuori disap- 
peared. 

About a month ago Rettig, Hess & Mad- 
sen discovered through their business con- 
nections in the northwest that Wuori had 
changed his name to Victor Halme and 
that he was conducting a jewelry store 
at Cobalt under that name. The American 
consul at Toronto was notified and he in 
turn placed the matter in the hands of J. 
E. Rogers, superintendent of the Provincial 
police of the province of Ontario. Wuori, 
or “Halme,” was arrested and brought to 
Toronto and last week S. H. Hess, of Ret- 
tig, Hess & Madsen, went there to identify 
him. This he did in spite of the fact that 
Wuori denied his identity and had let his 
hair and mustache grow to an abnormal 
length in order to disguise himself. 

Wuori’s hearing took place at Toronto 
last Saturday. Rudolph Geisler, credit man 
for Norris Alister & Co., going there to 
prosecute him. Geisler identified the pris- 
oner, who was held and will be extradited: 
to Chicago within two weeks,

Law Against Fraudulent Advertising 


Goes Into Effect in Pennsylvania. 
HarrispurG, Pa. March 21.— Gov. 
Tener has signed the bill prohibiting the 


making of false statements or advertise- 
ments concerning merchandise, securities or 
services. 

The act affects all publications 
the State, and provides that any firm pub- 
lishing false or misleading inofrmation as 
to “quantity, quality, value, merit, use, 
present or former price, cost, reason for 
selling, securities or services or concerning 
the method or cost of production of such 
merchandise or the possession of rewards, 
prizes, or distinctions conferred on account 
of such merchandise, shall .be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and liable to a fine of not 
more than $1,000, or an imprisonment of 
not more than 60 days in jail, or both.”

Your committee believes this law 
will be of the greatest benefit to the Jewelers’ 
Protective Union. . 

A closer acquaintance with the special agents 
and general baggage agents of the railroads and 
the large transfer companies of the country has 
been sought by your officers. To this end the 
president has met by invitation special agents 
of the leading railroads, and the assistant secre- 
tary has been present and addressed the conven- 
tions of the general baggage azents and transfer 
men of the country. These meetings have been 
very satisfactory and without doubt of benefit to 
the Union, by making it possible to have a_per- 
sonal acquaintance with men who can help the 
organization when help is most needed. 

Your president has made trips to various points 
to take up personally important matters of the 
Union, and with the co-operation of the executive 
committee has been successful in accomplishing 
the object of his commission. 

Your committee has no hesitation in saying 
that the work accomplished by the organization 
the past year has been effective in many ways, and 
while there is yet much to be accomplished, the 
Jewelers’ Protective Union is growing stronger 
every day. It has not only looked after the im- 
mediate interests of its members, but it has done 
whatever work it has believed tended to the 
better protection and welfare of the jewelry trade. 
It has worked with the Jewelers’ Safety Fund 
Society, whose interests as you know are jdenti- 
fied with those of the Jewelers’ Protective Union, 
and we are glad to state that we have been the 
means of turning over to that organization goods 
and money to a considerable amount.

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Public Advised to Pay No Attention to 
Reports Forecasting the New Tariff 
Schedules. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 22.—The 
tariff is the one big question before Con- 
gress and the country now. Naturally vol- 
umes are being written about it, but some 
of the articles by the tar.ff prognosticators 
have not been coming very near the bull’s 
eye, according to Oscar W. Underwood, 
chairman of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee. In fact, some of them have be>n get- 
ting so wide of the mark that Mr. Under- 
wood felt called upon to issue the following 
statement : 

“Since the Ways and Means Committee 
commenced its work of revision of the 
present tariff laws I have refrained from 
giving interviews to the press, but re- 
cently I have read in the papers so miny 
misleading statements about the work of 
the Ways and Means Committee, and so 
many assertions of fact which are not fact 
as to what the committee has done concern- 
ing the various paragraphs and schedules 
of the bill, that I feel that it is fair to the 
publ’c to say that practically every state- 
ment that I have read in reference to the 
rates of duty that would be imposed on 
the articles enumerated in the proposed new 
tariff bill is misleadinz, and most of them 
entirely wrong. I hope that the country 
will not prejudge the bill until it is intro- 
duced in Congress ‘and authoritatively made 
public.”

Misinformation About Jewelry Trade 
Published by New York Times 
Calls Forth Letter of Protest. 

The New York Times Saturday pub- 
lished a rather amusing summary of the 
condition of business in the jewelry trade, 
in which it mixed the figures of the im- 
ports of colored stones with the imports 
of diamonds, including other precious 
stones, and also contained a statement to 
the effect that there was no call for genu- 
ine rubies or sapphires because the syn- 
thetic stones were largely replacing them. 
As a protest against the last statement, 
M. D. Rothschild, well-known gem import- 
er and cutter and head of the American 
Gem & Pearl Co., sent the following letter 
to the New York Times, which published 

it in part in Sunday’s issue: 
March 22, 1913. 
Editor New York Times: 

In the news item in to-day’s Times entitled 
“Easter Jewelry Trade,” you say “There is prac- 
tically no call for enuine rubies and sapphires, 
because synthetic gems, which are said to be as 
brilliant and hard as the real stones, are largely 
replacing them.” 

I am sure that the 7imes does not wish to 
spread misinformation about a matter which may 
concern and interest many of its readers who are 
owners of genuine rubies and sapphires, and 
therefore ask for sufficient space to correct this 
statement. 

Imitation pearls and _ precious stones have 
always had a well defined place in the jewelers’ 
art, and the improvement in their manufacture 
has brought them to a high degree of perfection. 
There is a great advance over the best of the old 
glass balls lined with fish scales and filled with 
wax, by modern indestructible imitation peails 
which, to casual observers so closely resemble the 
genuine. 

In spite of this great improvement in the manu- 
facture of imitation pearls, and in spite of repre- 
sentations about them which often come danger- 
ously near being fraudulent, genuine pearls have 
steadily advanced, and are continually advancing 
in value. 

This state of affairs is also true of imitation 
rubies and sapphires—it is a far cry from paste 
or glass to the modern synthetic stone, but the 
last as well as the firs} is but an imitation, 

A wonderful imitation if you please, and a 
great improvement on the garnet fire doublet 
which it replaces at but a slight advance in cost, 
but for all commercial purposes it is, and must 
always remain, an imitation. 

Sapphires, like pearls, have greatly advanced in 
price during the past few years, in fact their 
value has doubled since the synthetic sapphire 
has been put on the market. 

The Sistine Madonna is priceless—reproduce 
the picture synthetically; that is, use the same 
quality of canvas, paint and \arnish, and have the 
work done by a most capable artist, and the result 
is a copy worth at most but a trifle compared with 
the value of the original painting. 

Discriminating purchasers of gems and _pic- 
tures want originals, not copies, be they ever so 
exact, and it is precisely for this reason that 
synthetic or other imitation gems have never 
really impressed people who wanted “real” things 
and would not wear imitations.

F. Ford, and Bert Donaldson, who travels 
as Dr. Hyde and Bert Reffe. Hill is consid- 
ered as a safe-blowing expert. The local 
police believe that there were five men in 
the party when the Present store was 

robbed. 

The local burglary was a bold one. The 
night engineer in the Chamber of Com- 
merce building, where the Present store is 
located, was overpowered and a fireman 
was bound hand and foot. The stolen 
property consisted of salesmen’s_ stocks 
which were in one part of the safe, which 
was wrecked, but the compartment con- 
taining diamonds and _ other’ valuable 
stones was not touched. The yeggmen 
were traced through various cities going 
West by the Jewelers Security Alliance, 
and Mr. Present and the association both 
offered rewards for the apprehension of 
the thieves. 

One of the yeggmen was shot by the 
Milwaukee officers and he was caught 
when he appeared at a doctor’s office seek- 
ing surgical aid.

Combs has designated as chairman August 
Loch, who has been in charge of the tem- 
porary work, and has suggested a com- 
mittee that will be thoroughly representa- 
tive not only of all the organizations in 
the retail trade but of the wholesale and 
manufacturing lines as well. Since the 
publication of the note in the last issue on 
the subject Mr. Combs has appointed as 
vice-chairmen John A, Abel and Ernest M. 
Lunt, who have taken a great deal of in- 
terest in the proposed fund in Mr. Roberts’ 
memory and made some yaluable sugges- 
tions as to the purpose for which it should 
be applied. 

The announcement made in the last issue 
was slightly premature, inasmuch as shortly 
after it was sent out by President Combs 
to the trade and to the trade papers for 
publication it was recalled temporarily for 
amendment, but the recall was not received 
by THe Jewecers’ Circutar until after the 
announcement had been printed. It should 
be made clear that the fund which Mr. 
Combs suggests is $50,000, and not $5,000, 
as was incorrectly announced in his letter. 

With a representative committee such as 
is outlined by President Combs, there is 
no reason why the fund for the memorial 
to Mr. Roberts should not be qu‘ckly raise], 
because in honoring Mr. Roberts the jew- 
elry trade will be honoring itself and help- 
ing to perpetuate those high ideals which 
the deceased emphasized so thoroughly dur- 
ing his two terms of office as head of the 
great national assocation of retail jewelers 

this country. The work of 1 fting th’s 
association to a position of eminence, where 
it and its members wou!d have the respect 
not only of the trade but of the mercantile 
world, and also of the public, was one of 
the dearest wishes of Mr. Roberts’ heart, 
and no better way of honoring him or per- 
petuating his memory could be devised than 
is contained in the suggestion that the fund 
be used to continue the work he had so 
ably begun.

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York on complaints of the National Jew- 
elers Board of Trade have made it clear 
that, as far as the New York law is 
cerned, the retailer or handler of an article 
improperly marked is as guilty, under the 
law, as the manufacturer of that article, 
whether or not he had guilty knowledge as 
to the quality of the gold; that trade cus- 
tom as to the use of bands or base metal 
for stiffening or even making an article of 
more practical use is no defense to such 
a prosecution; that whether or not an ar- 
ticle is represented as of a particular karat 
fineness makes no difference as far as the 
law is concerned. If an article is stamped 
of a karat fineness, and a// the metal or 
metals of which it is composed will not, 
taken together, assay up to that karat fine- 
ness, it is a violation of the law, and not 
only can the manufacturer be punished but 
also the man who buys from him and sells 
it again. What is more, the mere posses- 
sion of such an article with the intent to 
sell or dispose of it is a crime. 

Inasmuch as the laws of many States in 
regard to gold and silver marking are prac- 
tically the same as the New York gold 
law, which has been tested in so many 
cases, jewelers throughout the country 
should take warning and realize fully their 
liability in handling any product of the 
precious metals that will not assay up to 
the karat-mark stamped upon it. The 
mere fact that the jeweler believes the ar- 
ticle to be all right is not sufficient to 
exempt him from liability in case it is not. 
The law makes it necessary that he should 
know what he is selling, and makes him 
just as responsible as if he had made the 
article himself. 

Until the trade realizes this condition it 
is undoubtedly true that cases will come 
up where it would seem that almost an in- 
justice was done to the innocent handler of 
falsely marked goods. However, good 
faith and lack of knowledge, while not a 
defense as to guilt, may be pleaded in ex- 
tenuation as far as punishment is con- 
cerned. Within a very short time there is 
no doubt that such cases will be few and 
far between, because the jeweler will be 
forced to be very careful, and the manu- 
facturer who has not a reputation for mak- 
ing goods that are absolutely honest as far 
as the quality mark is concerned will be 
without customers in our industry.

true of the non-professional thieves, who 
think that in this way they can realize 
quickly and with safety: upon the proce2ds 
of their robberies. It is for this reason 
that jewelers, as well as the public, con- 
stantly come in conflict with pawnbrokers 
in their efforts to recover stolen property, 
and the question of the pawnbroker’s lia- 
bility as far as returning stolen goods is 
one that is constantly coming up in our 
trade. However, the liability of the pawn- 
broker in such instances where the theft 
can be proven has been pretty well deter- 
mined, and the important question with 
many of the victims in our trade has been

the members of this association saw no 
reason why they should object to it except 
that it would probably entail the employ- 
ment of one extra clerk in each shop. 
Some individual pawnbrokers have objected 
to the measure on account of the require- 
ment of extra clerical help, but as a whole 
the members of that trade have shown a 
reasonable and praiseworthy attitude in re- 
gard to the bill. 

While it is true that this may have the 
effect of making thieves keep away from 





“legitimate pawnbrokers and deal only with 


disreputable “fences,” we do not see that 
this is a serious objection to the measure 
from the standpoint of our trade. As far 
as we can learn, the members of the jew- 
elry trade in ‘New York who have ex- 
pressed an opinion at all are in favor of 
having Senator Carswell’s bi!l passed at the 
earliest possible moment.

May. The charge of embezzlement made 
by Joseph Lachman against his son Ben- 
jamin was withdrawn, as was also the as- 
sault and battery charge made by Benjamin 
against his father and brothers Sol and 
Barney. The store was originally opened 
by the father and son, the latter tak nz 
charge. Then, when a change in location 
was made, the son Benjamin took over the 
business and agreed to pay $300. For the 
past three months there have been constant 
difficulties, the most violent being an at- 
tempt by the father and two sons to take 
forcible possession. Benjamin also alleges 
that an attempt was made to hurt his credit 
with eastern firms. The various cases were 
set by Police Justice Jeffries for March 
17, but the parties settled before the cases 
were called. 

E. N. Griffin, who is in the instalment 
jewelry business on Rowland St., may be 
called to New York to testify in a police 
investigation which has arisen from his 
recent trip there to apprehend George 
Petrovics, who was accused of abscond ng 
with contract property. Petrovics bought 
goods for $2,000 from Griffin and paid 
about $600, then sold out his business and 
left for New York. The jeweler heard 
of his departure and followed with a war- 
rant in the hands of Detective John Reid. 
The New York police arrested Petrovics 
and found two of the damonds on him, 
one of these being valued at $200. The 
New York detectives then, according to 
Reid and Griffin, began to put obstacles in 
the way of the return of the man and goods 
to Detroit. Reid insisted on being allowed 
to bring his prisoner back, threatening to 
make trouble. Then, Reid says, he was 
approached by a New York detect:ve who 
insinuated that Griffin would have to pay to 
get back the diamonds, hinting that the 
money must be split into three portions. 
Reid transmitted the proposition to Griffin, 
also telling him that it was an illegal and 
extortionate one. Griffin, however, deemed 
it best to compromise, and asserts that he 
paid $10 and agreed to pay $40 more. 
Griffin and Petrovics then came back to 
Detroit, the latter in custody of Detective 
Reid, and the case is in police court. There 
is more than a suspicion that Petrovics 
pawned most of the jewelry in New York, 
and the investigation begun by Commis- 
sioner Waldo may disclose what became of 
the pawn tickets. Reid reported on his 
return that overtures were made to him 
while in New York to have him telegraph 
back that the case had been settled. Petro- 
vics asserts that he was induced to give 
up $800 to New York lawyers who did 
nothing for him but secure his release 
temporarily on bail, and says that he is 
now penniless and that his wfe is alone 
in New York without money. Petrovics 
denies that he intended to defraud Griffin, 
and says he meant to go to work in New 
York. He professes to know nothing of 
the $2,300 in cash and $2,000 worth of dia- 
monds he had when he left Detroit.

Spahr. The old trick of throwing a brick 
through a window was resorted to. The 
thieves made away with goods valued at 
several hundred dollars. No less than six 
robberies have taken place in this city and 
vicinity during the last two weeks, and the 
value of the goods stolen amounts to more 
than $1,000. The police have been power- 
less to arrest the guilty; and the manner 
in which the work is being done leads to 
the belief that an organized gang is plying 
on the trade. 

A show window in the store of George 
T. Kloepfer, 5907 Penn Ave., was recently 
robbed of two pair of gold cuff links, val- 
ued at $5 each: five pairs of diamond cuff 
buttons, valued at $18 each, and two brace- 
lets, valued at $4 each. Watchman H. L. 
Brown, who detected the burglar at work, 
succeded in wounding him, but did not pre- 
vent his escape. Mr. Brown, who is jani- 
tor of the flats above the store and who 
sleeps in the rear of the store, heard the 
sound of breaking glass and saw a 
man reaching his hand into the window 
and removing articles. Brown ordered the 
man to throw up his hands, and when 
the thief refused to do so the watchman 
fired at him. Brown declares that the thief 
dropped when the first shot was fired, and 
that an accomplice rushed to his aid. A 
pool of blood on the sidewalk bore out the 
watchman’s statement that one of the rob- 
bers had been wounded.

Failure in Business Due to Neglect 


of Health.* 























HIS is an age of conservation. After 
a iong period of wastefulness this 
country has at last awakened to the im- 
portance of husbanding its vast resources. 
And among other things, it is beginning to 
appreciate the economic value of health. 
The author of this article makes a simple, 
homely but withal a keen, direct analysis 
of the causes of business failure, which, as 
he points out, practically always lies in the 
poor physical health of the man who fails. 
The constructive side of the subject is not 
forgotten in the article, despite its rather 
negative title. Equally simple, homely, 
but equally pointed advice is given for 
ensuring success. 

This is an age of progress beyond all 
precedent; we are learning how to accom- 
plish things, but we have yet a great deal 
to learn. The laws of health have more 
dignity in our eyes than formerly, but it 
is only within recent times that we have 
begun to realize that upon their observ- 
ance chiefly depends the degree of success 
in life which will attend the individual. 

We know that we must take care of 
our business if we wish it to prosper; that 
the usefulness of our clothes and things we 
use depends on how well they are taken 
care of. How many business men fail in 
business, and why is the number so large? 
The most plausible and acceptable con- 
clusion is that they weaken their minds 
and bodies by indiscreet habits of living, 
thus rendering them unfit to attend to their 
business properly. It is being gradually 
understood that, given anything like the 
Same original mental and physical equip- 
ment, he will most prosper among a given 
number who best preserves his health. 
Health is an almost indispensable require- 
ment for success in business. 

The soundness of the proposition advanced 
be realized upon reflection, though 
of us have perhaps reflected upon it 

much or as often as we should have 

; or, if we have considered, have not

paid sufficient regard to our own conclu- 
sion. Simply and materially put, what is 
condition? How can an intelligent animal 
like man accomplish the most in life? 
What forces inherent in him will enable 
him to attain his ends? 

The forces or attributes which contrib- 
ute directly and almost inevitably toward 
success, whether in business or any other 
field of effort, are, assuredly, optimism in- 
ducing hopeful effort, physical vigor and a 
clear judgment. Given these possessions 
and the individual is thoroughly equipped 
for the accomplishment of whatever is in 
him. If he be in perfect health he has 
them all, as nearly as may be. Without 
health he has them only in an impaired 
degree. He is not at his best for what 
may be before him. His chances for suc- 
cess are decreased in very nearly the same 
ratio as his faculties are enfeebled. And 
these may be impaired in various ways, 
originating from various causes. 

BAD HEALTH THE REAL CAUSE OF FAILURES. 

The reports of the mercantile agencies 
give the supposed causes of the annual 
business failures throughout the country, 
including incompetency among them; but, 
were the analysis made closer, not only this 
but other reported causes would be attrib- 
uted broadly to lack of good health in the 
bankrupt. Bad health, or rather lack of 
health, has been the crippler everywhere. 
The rheumatic laboring man cannot earn 
his bread; the dyspeptic and uneven-tem- 
pered retailer cannot keep his customers; 
the lawyer lacking in acuteness cannot win 
his cases; the banker reckless of mood 
accepts insufficient securities; the specu- 
lator misses his opportunity or seizes upon 
the wrong one. The failures are the result 
of bodies existing in more “r less evil cases 
with minds more or less obscured. The 
illustrations are all about us. To adduce 
proof of this, particular instances might be 
quoted almost indefinitely, many of them 
familiar to the whole country—railroad 
systems lost and merged and many a vast 
undertaking collapsed because of the sud- 
den physical, and so the mental incompe- 
tency of the originating and devising and 
directing head. And for one of these great 


failures there are thousands in the lesser 
fields. 

How can a man who is not well, in the 
ordinary sense of the word, accomplish 
what he should? He may have done well 
in the past, but his capacity has gone with 
the loss of a sound mind in a sound body, 
for among the old maxims there is none 
more justified than that the one is an ey- 
sential for the possession of the other. 
Take a single illustration which may be 
here quoted, since no name or locality is 
given, though the facts in the case have 
been somewhat widely understood. 


A CASE IN POINT. 


One of the most prosperous manufac- 
turing concerns in the country attained its 
success almost entirely through the ex- 
treme care shown in the making of the 
articles it supplied the trade. It was not a 
narticularly aggressive or even enterprising 
company, but it was absolutely reliable in 
its promises and its performance, and so 
had gradually reached its enviable position. 
All was due to its head, a man of con- 
scientiousness and, ordinarily, of force and 
fixedness of purpose. Matters had gone 
well with the concern for years until about 
two years ago the president developed an 
apparent half-illness, the result of careless 
living, and a too close attention to business 
but still, in his opinion, not serious enough 
to demand his retirement from active and 
absolute control of the company’s affairs. 
He was not to be opposed, since he was 
dominant in ownership, and, accordingly, 
though a sick man, continued in the direc- 
tion of everything connected with the man- 
ufacture of the articles produced. It was 
he who had always given this manufac- 
ture his close and almost overbearing super- 
vision, and to him entirely it was due that 
the concern had attained its somewhat 
unique distinction. 

Now, though he abated no jot of his 
authority, he showed a remarkable change 
of attitude regarding the production of 
goods. His ideas ran to cheapness rather 
than to quality. He sought merely the 
greatest profit, caring nothing, apparently, 
for future consequences. The results of 
this course were so immediate and so dis- 
astrous that he was eventually forced to 
abandon his position, put himself under the 
care of a physician, and indulge in a long 
rest. He returned a well man, and none had 
been more disgusted and enraged than was 
he when he realized what had formerly been 
his policy when he was not his normal self.

Were the proportion of the healthy work- 
ers to the more or less unhealthy ones as 
much greater as it should be, there would 
be little need of the implications and sug- 
gestions of such an article as this; but, 
unfortunately, the showing of well-being 
in the business world is bad. The inade- 
quacy resulting from unfitness because of 
bodily conditions is existent everywhere, 
nor is it confined to age or sex among those 
who are engaged in a business career of 
any sort or in any capacity. The compe- 
tency of the world of business is impaired 
beyond all reason, because its individuals 
are either unthinking or unknowing. Sure- 
ly, to a class such as this, one supposedly 
intelligent of necessity and competent 
above others in reaching and acting upon 
conclusions, an appeal for better living 
should have weight. 

The particular form in which diseases 
may exist in the world of business is not 
here as a matter of consideration, save 
in a general way. It may be only indiges- 
tion and malnutrition with the attendant 
telling evils; it may be a condition leading 
to the serious affection of certain organs,

of the birthstone rings he carries in stock. 
This plan has been in operation now for 
some little time and has proven a strong 
drawing card and has been the means of 
getting quite a number of new customers 
into the store. The idea is not so much to 
sell the birthstone rings alone as it is to 
win new friends and get them started to 
trading at that particular store. By secur- 
ing the birthday of the individual who calls 
for his souvenir birthday card, the retailer 
is enabled to keep a live list for future 
follow up, which is, of course, quite valu- 
able. It would be possible to send a cir- 
cular to such customer’s relatives a few 
weeks before the birthday, calling attention 
to a selection of birthday gifts which the 
jeweler had to offer. 

Fertilizing Barren Business Soil. 

Pikesville, Md., is a small hamlet on 
one of the interurban lines running 
out of Baltimore. It looks like a poor 
location for a jeweler, but R. L. Parcell, 
who located there two years ago, has 
found that the right man can make a liv- 
ing in the jewelry business even in Pikes- 
ville. The population of the town proper 
is but a few hundred, but it is the outlet 
of an immense suburban territory, which 





‘s peopled by many of the old families of 
Maryland. 

The trade is rather peculiar, as it is in- 
advisable to solicit trade in person, and 
naturally newspaper advertising would not 
touch the people Mr. Parcell wishes to 
reach, so he wr:tes a personal letter to 
every family in his territory every few 
weeks, drawing attention to the fact that 
he makes a specialty of fine watch and 
clock work, and will always be glad to 
bring out goods on approval. He has built 
up a splendid trade in the repairing of old 
clocks and watches, and here is where the 
automobile shown herewith comes in. 

All work is collected and delivered by its 
aid. The car also serves as an excellent 
advertisement, for it has been a topic of 
conversation for Baltimore County for the 
past year. 





Protecting the Honest Storekeeper. 


Linea edaay will be especially in- 
terested in the sane law recently en- 
acted in Denmark and commented upon 
editorially in THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR 
Dec. 4. 

In many cities throughout the United 
States just now merchants’ organization; 
and other organizations are doing their ut- 
most to prevent bogus auctions, clearance 
sales, alteration sales, etc., etc. In many 
places the city ordinances concerning these 
sales are particularly and justifiably 
stringent. 

The interest of the home merchant must, 
of course, be ever preserved against ques- 
tionable business methods of every kind. 
The so-called “illegitimate” jewelers, that 
is, “fly-by-night” vendors of shoddy trink- 
ets which are so often misrepresented, 
could not long exist if the Denmark code 
were to be adopted on this side of the 
ocean. 

According to the Denmark law only two 
clearance sales are allowed in the course 
of a year, except in the case of bankrupt 
stock, or the death of a partner or owner, 
just cause necessitating the honest closing 
out of the business below cost, or if an 
honest termination of the business is under- 
taken or if there is to be a change of loca- 
tion. The merchant, however, is subject 
to prosecution in case he conducts a clear- 
ance sale without being able to prove one 
of the above reasons as being the legiti- 
mate cause of holding the sale. 

A dealer, moreover, who falsely de- 
scribed ‘nis goods, which he offers for sale, 
or who makes use of false business names 
in conducting his trade, is also liable to 
prosecution. RK; FON:

Competition of Department Stores. 
HE increasing competition of depart- 

ment stores and mail order houses is 

he constant theme of complaint that falls 
glibly from the lips of some jewelers. They 
pay much more attention to the business 
done by the competing houses than they 
do to advancing their own interests in their 
own stores. This class of merchants is 
common. There are a great many of them 
in every State of the Union. 

It may ‘be interesting to all merchants an | 
particularly instructive to those of the above 
mentioned class to know something of the 
reason for the success of the department 
stores in their jewelry departments. 


In the first place, we may say that the 
department store has to a slight degree an 
advantage in the fact that a large number 
of people go through the store and must 
necessarily pass the jewelry department of 
the department store in their search for 
other departments. Goods are attractively 
displayed, priced and easily handled. Often 
a bargain table is alluringly placed in 
the aisle, which is productive of many 
sales. 

There is food for thought here. Peo- 
ple like to see a lot of goods on display. 
In the average jewelry store the goods are 
shown in cases that are so far away from 
the customer that the display is not taken 
by the eye, as is intended. Then, again, 
the customer likes to handle the goods, re- 
gardless of whether she has any intention 
of buying or not. This does not mean 
that she desires to maul them all over, but 
that she likes to make a closer inspection 
than a wall case affords. Then there is 
the bargain idea. Could this not be adopt- 
ed to some extent in some of the popular 
jewelry stores, not as a predominating fea- 
ture, perhaps, but as a feeler for business? 
It serves to attract attention to lines that 
would be unthought of at all. 

A department store in one of Michigan’s 
larger cities has a flourishing jewelry de- 
partment, one that is conceded to be a 
money maker, and in which it is the boast 
of the merchant that the stock is as fine 
as is to be found in many of the large 
metropolitan stores. 

This merchant said: “Our jewelry de- 
partment is not merely an incident in our 
business, but a department that is making 
us more money than some of the regular 
dry goods departments. Our success is due 
- largely to the young man who does the 
buying and has the department in charge. 
He has made of an insignificant portion of 

ir business a department that has become 

important factor of the business. Any 

‘dit we deserve is in recognizing his 

‘rth early in his engagement with us, 

| advancing him accordingly. He is al- 

wed to run the department practically as 


he pleases. He has full charge. The 
value of this policy is overlooked by most 
merchants. Usually all the enthusiasm, 
push and hustle, as well as the natural 
individuality of the buyer is stamped out of 
him by a too strict and unduly exacting su- 
pervision of his every act and plan. Often 
he is told to buy in a certain way, to mark 
goods by a certain schedule, and to do this, 
that and the other thing until the responsi- 
bility is taken away from him. He then 
becomes a buyer and department manager 
in name only. 


“T venture to state that a great many 
excellent managers are spoiled in that way. 
They don’t feel like working against odds 
and putting forth efforts when they see 
they are not appreciated. We try to sur- 
round ourselves with the ablest people we 
can get, and we try to train up the younger 
ones on our staff to take the responsible 
positions as they are created. We watch 
them carefully, give them the best advice 
we can, that they may profit by our experi- 
ence. When we find any one has a par- 
ticular bent for any class of goods we try 
to have them get all the experience pos- 
sible in that line with a view of having 
them become experts for that department. 
This has paid us well, as the young man 
we are speaking of has developed a fond- 
ness for the business he has perfected for 
us.” 

This merchant looks for results—profits 
—as much as any merchant, and finds that 
he gets them by making experts of his men 
when possible. The jeweler can take a 
leaf out of this merchant’s book of expe- 
rience with profit, How many jewelers 
allow their salesmen as much chance to 
develop as this merchant has? How many 
will allow one to take charge of a certain 
branch of his business and allow him to 
develop it? We, of course, refer to the 
smaller stores, where there are only three 
or four men employed. Even in the larger 
stores the department idea could be 
worked out to better advantage as well as 
in the smaller. 

In a New York store catering to a popu- 
lar class of trade there is a jewelry de- 
partment doing many thousands of dollars 
annually. A woman has charge of the de- 
partment, and runs it successfully. She 
has spent much time and effort in keep- 
ing posted on every vital point of the busi- 
ness affecting her department. 

“T make it a rule,” she said, “to find out 
and look up everything that is new in con- 
nection with the line. Every manufacturer 
brings out something new that is of greater 
or less value each season. I keep track of 
the various productions, so that when a de- 
mand springs up suddenly for some fad or 
novelty I know just where to go and get it. 

“Another thing I have found from ex- 
perience, and that is that if you want to 
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build up a permanent business in jewelry 
it must be done on honest merchandise. I 
never buy an article that I cannot guaran- 
tee. As a result we seldom have a dis- 
satisfied customer. 

“If an article does not prove satisfactory 
I do not hesitate to make it good by try- 
ing to substitute some article of equal value 
or by making a refund. I will satisfy the 
customer at any cost. 

“I make a special effort along the line of 
least resistance. I find that flat and hollow 
ware, silver plated or sterling silver are 
among our best selling lines, and push 
them. Our near proximity to the manufac- 
turer gives us a peculiar advantage, as any 
lines that get tarnished while in stock or 
are returned on account of finish, can be 
sent to the manufacturer and made right 
at a very slight cost. 

“T have always found that the more 
goods I have on display the larger are 
the sales in the department. There was a 
time when I thought that one or two items 
put in a prominent place—on top of the 
counter or floor case—would be sufficient 
to attract attention and produce sales. I 
long ago learned, however, that the greater 
the number of pieces that are placed in 
plain view the larger are the sales. Hence 
it’s a good idea to entirely cover the tops 
of floor cases with merchandise. 

“Our heaviest seasons are June, which 
is, as you know, the month for wedding 
presents. September comes in as a sort of 
between-season, before active buying be- 
gins on Fall lines. Then there is the holi- 
day trade, which I need not tell you is 
always big; and lastly comes February, 
when we hold our big clean-up sales. 

“As far as the work of the salespeople is 
concerned,” she continued, “the main es- 
sential in handling fancy lines is knowledge 
of the stock and the ability to suggest 
something that will appeal to the customer. 
As I said before, the fancy silverware is 
bought largely for gift purposes, and in 
such cases the prospective customer, when 
she reaches the department has little or no 
idea of what she wants, and the sale rests 
with the ability of the clerk. Staple lines, 
on the other hand, are usually bought be- 
cause they are needed, in which case the 
customer has a pretty fair idea of what she 
wants before she leaves her home. 

“Another thing that it pays to watch and 
study is the appropriateness of the season 
in regard to certain lines or novelties. For 
instance, just prior to Easter, one of the 
strongest lines is plated fern dishes. This 
is due to the general desire to have grow- 
ing plants around the house at this time. 
The fact that so many persons present 
their friends with ferns and plants at this 
time merely helps to increase the sales. 
If the goods are not displayed the sales 
are, of course, small. It pays well to keep 
track of everything that will have a bearing 
upon the sale of any particular article.” 

The experience of this buyer with silver- 
ware applies equally to all lines of a kin- 
dred nature of which a jeweler’s stock is 
mostly composed. Try and apply some of 
the knowledge gained by these buyers to 
your own business.

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Maintaining a Fixed Price. 

is significant that this should be 
thought a proper subject for discussion 
he representative journal of the jew- 

trade: for it argues that the trade, as 
vhole, does not hold to an unvarying 

on its merchandise. Then, in the 

ne of common sense, why not? What 
litions make it impossible for the jew- 

to maintain a fixed price, when no 
orice concessions are made by the shoe 
dealer? Is the shoe man a better mer- 
chant than the jeweler? 

lt must be granted that, here and there, 
the watchmaker overshadows the merchant, 
when both functions are united in one per- 
sonality. Originally this was invariably the 
case: when watches were first made, the 
man in the shop thought of himself more 
as an artist than a merchant. And the pas- 
sion for mechanics being a deeper and finer 
quality than the passion for trade, the orig- 
inal instinct seems to survive; the bench 
has a greater native attraction for the aver- 
age jeweler than the counter. The me- 
chanical and the mercantile faculties are 
unequally developed in him; the jeweler is 
lopsided. He is not, usually, the best mer- 
chant in his town. And the conspicuous 
evidence of his shortcoming is in his atti- 
tude to the fixed-price question. He may 
buy wisely; may advertise fairly well and 
finance his affairs competently; may give 
a satisfactory store service; and when he 
comes to naming the price to the actual 
customer he goes to pieces. 

I do not want to be understood as in- 
dicting the whole body of the trade—far 
from it. There are a thousand jewelers 
who hold strictly to one price under all 
circumstances, and who are as capable 
merchants as one will find in any business. 
But there are other thousands, competent 
in many directions of merchandising, who 
yet are not quite sound on this question 
of a fixed price. 

Let us study the usual instance: Enter 
Jones, who is shopping for a watch. A 
tray of watches is placed before him. He 
selects one and asks the price. The jew- 
eler names a price, say, 50 per cent. above 
cost. Jones says he can do better at 
Smith’s. And right there is where the de- 
ficient Salesman breaks down. 

What he should do, under the ¢ rcum- 
stances, depends upon the accuracy of 
Jones’ knowledge of watches; so the jew- 
eler must first do some “exploring” to as- 
certain the extent of Jones’ knowledge. He 
can say, for instance, “Well, Smith’s price 
must be for a movement with a case like 
this’ —showing a cheaper case of some gen- 


eral pattern; or, “The movement shown 


you by Smith must have been one like 
which, as you see, looks almost pre- 
'y like the one I first showed you.” If 
nes is not quite sure just what he saw 
Smith’s, a good salesman should now 
able to press the sale to a close, s'nce 
nes’ mind is now unsettled as to whether 
Smith's offer really was the better. 


If, however, Jones is quite clear as to 
what Smith showed him and says, “No, 
Smith’s price was for just such a watch 
as yours,” the answer should be this: 

“Well, my price to you stands. I mark 
all my goods at the least profit that is 
justified to enable me to keep the business 
going and make good on my guarantees. 
That profit measures my sense of respon- 
sibility to you, to my creditors and to my- 
self. I am giving you the best value pos- 
sible for your money, with these respon- 
sibilities in mind. If you believe me and 
trust to my honor, you will accept my price 
as right; if you don’t trust me you would 
have reason to think I was charging too 
much if I offered the watch under Smith’s 
price. If I sold you this watch for a 
dollar less than my fair price I should 
have to make up the proper profit by charg- 
ing a dollar more for some other article, 
some other time; and if I sold under price 
in one instance I likely would in another; 
so you see how the balancing of these 
profit-losses would disorganize my plans 
and upset all my calculations for the fu- 
ture. But, besides, it would not be fair to 
the next customer to overcharge a dollar 
to make up for the present loss. So to be 
fair all around—to you, to the next cus- 
tomer and to myself—I mark the goods at 
a proper profit and then stick to the price 
invariably.” 

But the jeweler, instead, meets the price 
question at once on the watch which Jones 
first picked out. The fear that he will lose 
the sale is always the merchant’s self- 
justification for cutting the price in the 
sale at hand. 't is essentially a cowardly 
act; it is a confession of incompetent sales- 
manship. So the 50 per cent. profit is cut 
to 40, or to a third; possibly Jones goes 
back to Smith, then returns to the jeweler 
and offers him a price; and the watch is 
eventually sold at 20 per cent. profit. 

Such methods are all right for Con- 
stantinople, where the merchant hab tually 
asks 300 per cent. profit as a basis for 
dickering so that he can close the sale 
finally at a profit of 50 per cent. But it 
is disgraceful for an American jeweler. 

If the sale is lost to this “bargain hunter,” 
make the most of it by availing yourself 
of the advertising opportunity wh‘ch the 
incident presents. Put the watch in your 
window with this placard: 





I lost the sale of this watch to-day 
because I would not “knock off” a 
dollar from the fixed price. Had I 
done so I should have to charge a 
dollar more than the right price on 
some other article, to some other 
customer, in order to keep up the 
reasonable average profit on all my 
sales. My prices are fired, and the 
same to everybody; they are-as little 
as they should be to be fair all 
around—to you, and to the next 
buyer, and to myself. 
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The evils of a “sliding scale’ of prices 
are various; one is that the merchant thus 
surrenders himself into the hands of his 
customer. Once favored with a “reduc- 
tion,” the customer will always look for it 
thereafter; thence arises the danger of 
quoting different prices at different times 
on the same article to the same customer; 
and the danger that he will tell the price 
he paid and finds his friend has paid less— 
or more. Pandora's box contained no such 
number of ugly devils as the “sliding price.” 

Another objection is the difficulty of 
estimating actual profits and forecasting the 
future; but the chief objection is moral 
rather than material. The fact that the 
jeweler eventually takes less than the first 
price asked shows that he could afford to 
take less; hence arises the doubt as to 
whether the asked price was not exorbitant 
and the merchant guilty of premeditated 
fraud; and the next step is to conclude 
that it is not safe to deal longer with that 
jeweler, 

On the other hand, the jeweler who 
maintains an unvarying price (save when 
he makes public offerings of reduced prices 
to “clean up,” or to reduce stock, or for 
other legitimate reasons) stands “four- 
square to all the winds that blow.” He 
will lose a sale now and then; but he will 
establish a solid respect and confidence in 
vindicating his principle, and will not only 
secure a larger profit on his sales but will 
win that intangible but certain profit which 
is embodied in a continuing good: will of 
the public. He need fear no embarrass- 
ments from forgetting a former price quo- 
tation. He will be favored with first of- 
ferings from manufacturers of exclusive 
lines and will enjoy the respect of all 
manufacturers who have respect for their 
own products. And he will stimulate the 
body of the retail jewelry trade in the ob- 
servance of this and other practises which 
make for the common good of all con- 
cerned. 


And to carry out the principle of the 
fixed price to its logical conclusion, the 
goods should be marked in plain figures. It 
would establish in the public’s mind a sense 
of your entire good faith; it would re- 
move the last barrier to the public con- 
fidence. The buyer who sees the figures 
knows that more than that price cannot be 
asked. The cipher-mark, on the contrary, 
creates the suspicion that that form of 
marking is best for the merchant, not best 
for the buyer. Whatever creates confidence 
is the ultimate best for him who has wares 
to sell—and especially such wares as the 
jeweler sells; for the jeweler’s customers 
can have no accurate knowledge of values 
in watches, diamonds, etc., and must de- 
pend upon the good faith of the jewelers’ 
representations. Then, too, there is a feel- 
ing of satisfaction in the minds of many 
shrinking and timid buyers when they are 
able to get at prices without the necessity 
of troubling an interpreter; and the mod- 
est buyer is glad to feel that he can buy 
as cheaply in h's small way as the rich 
man can buy in his large way. 

The “plain figure” prices on the “fixed 
price’’ stock are the last word in successful 
retailing by the jeweler. It is the only safe 
practise; it is the practise that is winning 
in all the best stores to-day.

respect of the home of our first citizen is 
apt to impress us unfavorably. Neverthe- 
less, the White House, which Woodrow 
Wilson now occupies, contains some art 
treasures that, on account of their his- 
torical associations, are prized no less h'gh- 
ly than the costly old masters and elegant 
pieces of statuary, etc., that adorn the pal- 
aces of the old world. 

The most conspicuous art treasure in the 
White’ House of ornamental character is, 
perhaps, a French gilt clock that is to be 
seen on the mantelpiece in the great. blue 
room, in which the President and receiv- 
ing party take their stand on all state oc- 
casions, and which, a gift from Napoleon 
I. to his friend Lafayette, was in turn pre- 
sented by him to the Government of the 
United States. Flanked by gilded candle- 
sticks, in Empire style, which, in spite of 
their design, came from the first French 
republic as a gift to the first President of 
the first republic in the new world, the 
whole constitutes an impos ng group. The 
figures in the bas relief decoration of the 
candlesticks represent scenes from the earlv 
history of France. 

The clock, which, like the candelabra, is 
of solid bronze, heavily gilt, is three feet 
in length and of medium height, and: is 
surmounted by a female figure seated and 
wearing the Phrygian bonnet, emblematic 
of liberty and doubtless typifying the re- 
public whence the gift emanated. 

Two immense vases of Sévres china, in 
the rich royal blue for which the famous 
porcelain works was noted, appropriately 
decorated, contrast admirably with the or- 
naments above described. In commemo- 
ration of the completion of the Franco- 
American transatlantic cable, these vases 
were presented to the United States on 
Aug. 17, 1898, by President Faure of the 


French Republic, but did not reach the 
White House until after the death of the 
donor. 


Flanking the fireplace in the blue room 
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are two massive candelabra, nearly five 
feet in height, in artistic branched design, 
of French gilt bronze. Robert Patterson, 
of Philadelphia, who, as a brigadier-gen- 
eral, rendered conspicuous service during 
the Mexican War, presented these massive 
ornaments to President Andrew Jackson. 
The guide who shows visitors through the 
Executive Mansion never omits, especially 
if ladies be in the party, to describe how 
ex-President Grover Cleveland stood be- 
tween these great candlesticks, then bril- 
liant with lighted tapers, on the occasion of 
his marriage in the blue room of the 
White House, while still President, to Miss 
Frances Folsom. 

In the green room, on the mantel, are 
two tall, slender vases, of the origin of 
which no one appears to have any knowl- 
edge, but which are always pointed out as 
the oldest articles of bric-a-brac in the 
White House. A handsome gilt and onyx 
clock was purchased by Mrs. Grant, wife 
of the General, during his residence as 
President. Another relic*of the Grant in- 
cumbency is a very beautiful screen, in gilt 
and tapestry, received a short time before 
the expiration of his term, by the great 
General, from the Austrian Emperor. An 
eagle, with expanded wings, surmounts the 
main portion of the screen. With a few 
pieces of statuary of no particular inter- 
est or merit, and some more or less meri- 
torious pictures, the above articles consti- 
tute all that is worthy of mention of art 
treasures contained in the Executive Man- 
sion of the United States. 








A Well-Known English Collection of 
Porcelain to be Sent to New York. 


RECENT cable to the New York 
Times states that one of the few re- 
maining important private English collec- 
tions of Chinese porcelain is about to leave 
England for America. Mr. Gorer, the 
dealer who purchased the collections formed 
by Alfred Trapnell, Sir William Bennett 
and Richard Bennett, has now acquired the 
George Davies collection and will send it 
en bloc to New York, where it will be ex- 
hibited prior to being sold. 
Mr. Davies bought most of the pieces 
in China many years ago. He was a 
great rival of the late Mr. Salting, with 





whom he often competed for precious 
pieces. His collection contains some 600 
items, including what is said to be the 


finest known famulle verte vase. It is ovo'd 
in form, with a background of black, and 
decorated on either side with a large panel 
containing birds on flowering trees. 

Another example is probably the largest 
existing piece of reticulated porcelain of 
the early Kang-He period. It is in the 
form of a circular incense box and cover, 
decorated with figures of the Eight Im- 
mortals very brilliantly enameled in many 
colors. 

Another p‘ece is a large, deep plate deco- 
rated with birds and flowers in various 
colors on a yellow background. This was 
made in the Kang-He period. There are 
also a reticulated hexagonal lantern of the 
Yung-Ching period, similar to the one in 
the Salting collection, and many examples 
of monochromes.

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Pendulums the Controllers. 


Written expressly for THe JEWeLers’ Circutar by H. REINECKE. 























ie planning a clock the pendulum claims 
first attention. Though apparently a 
simple adjunct to a clock, the pendulum is 
in reality the most important part of its 
construction, for the value of the clock as 
a reliable timekeeping machine depends 
upon its free and regular- movement. The 
function of the pendulum is to control the 
veloc ty of the going train with uniformity, 
and at a fixed rate, and it must be wnin- 
fluenced by the train except in receiving a 
sufficient amount of impulse to keep up its 
vibrations. Before commencing to make a 
pendulum for a new clock, or to supply 
the place of a lost one, it is very desirable 
to know something of the laws and proper- 
ties of pendulums. 

The simplest form of pendulum may be 
described as consisting of a weight sus- 
pended by some flexible substance, and free 
to swing when moved on one side and 
then released. The power which operates 
upon the pendulum is gravity, and the 
velocity it attains is proportional to the 
height fallen, notwithstanding the fact that 
the curve which the weight describes offers 
a resistance tend ng to neutralize in some 
degree the gravitating force. The effective 
force of gravity in producing the motion 
of the pendulum depends upon the posi- 
tion of the weight in relation to the vert:- 
cal, the greater is the impelling force of 
gravity. From this two important facts 
may be learned. One, that a pendulum of 
a given length moves quicker in proport:on 
to the distance it swings, therefore it will 
nove through a large arc in the same time 
as a short one, and vice versa. In other 
words, when the extent of vibration is 
very little, gravity exercises but little 
force; but, as the vibration increases in 
amount, the force of gravity becomes pro- 

irtionately greater, causing the pendulum 
to move through a large arc in the same 

me as through a short one. 


In one instance it moves through a large 
pace quickly, in the other through a small 
ace slowly, the time occupied being the 
me in both cases. Strictly speaking, this 
not true of a pendulum mov:ng in a cir- 
lar arc, but it is so with a pendulum 

ving in what is known as a cycloidal 
irve. A cycloid is a curve of the shape 


traced out by a point in the rim of a e'rcle 
rolling upon a straight plane. This 
cycloidal curve corresponds for a certain 
distance from the vertical with the circle. 
The vibrat'ons of pendulums are generally 
of small extent, and any pendulum sus- 
pended by a spring never moves exactly in 
a crcle. For these reasons it has been 
found sufficiently correct for all ordinary 
purposes to reckon that in pendulums of 
the same length unequal arcs are equal 
timed. This peculiar .property of the 
pendulum is called its ‘sochronism, and the 
difference between the time of vibration of 
a simple pendulum influenced only by 
gravity, Swinging in a circular arc, and 
one of the same length mov:ng in a 
cycloidal curve is known as the circular 
error. 

Another important fact is that theoreti- 
cally the vibrations of a pendulum are not 
altered by the weight or material of the 
bob, unless it is so light as to suffer from 
the res stance of the air. Consequently a 
pendulum of a given length may have a 
bob of any material, either light or heavy, 
and it will vibrate in the same time. In 
practise it is found that from various 
causes we ght, and therefore material, does 
make some difference in the time of vibra- 
tion of a pendulum. 

There is another cause which disturbs 
the uniform rate of vibrations in a pendu- 
lum which must be just not.ced; that is, the 
varying density of the atmosphere. The 
effect of this is known as the barometric 
error, and to reduce it as much as possible 
the “bob” must be made as small as it can 
be for its weight, and also of such a shape 
as will pass through the air wth the least 
resistance and without any tendency to 
“wobble.” In pendulum swinging 2%%° 
each side of zero, the barometric error is 
stated to be exactly compensated by the 
circular error. 

The above reasoning shows that the 
veloc ty which the pendulum attains, or its 
time of vibration, is proportional to the 
height fallen. The circumference of a 
circle may be considered to be 3.1416 
times its diameter, and it ‘s proved that 
the time of vibration of a simple pendulum 
will be 3.1416 x the time required for a 


body to fall vertically a distance equal to 
half the length of the pendulum. It being 
well known that the times of falling from 
different heights are proportionate to the 
square roots of the distance fallen, it fol- 
lows that the time of vibration of a pen- 
dulum varies as the square root of its 
length. Perhaps this w-ll be better under- 
stood by stating that a pendulum one foot 
long would vibrate four times during one 
swing of a pendulum three feet long. This 
reasoning applies properly to what is 
termed a simple pendul m, that is, one in 
wh'ch the rod is supposed to be without 
weight, the entire weight of the pendulum 
being at one point at the extremity. Such 
a pendulum cannot actually be made, and 
therefore the application of the rule has 
to be considered in relation to pendulums 
as they are usually met with. Pendulums 
commonly in use have the rods made e-ther 
of wood or metal, sufficiently large and 
strong to support the heavy bob at the 
bottom. 

Comparing the theoretical pendulum with 
the actual, a considerable difference exists 
owing to the weight of the rod. In the 
former weight is only at one point, in the 
latter it is distributed from the suspension 
spring at the top to the regulating nut at 
the bottom. To understand the effect of this 
refer to a common pendulum with a rod 
of proportionate sze and weight. It is 
evident that each atom of the substance 
forming the rod, being at different dis- 
tances from the point of suspension, would, 
if separated from every other, vibrate in 
different times. 

Those atoms nearest the po.nt of sus- 
pension would vibrate quicker, and those 
nearest the bottom slower, than they do 
when together they form the pendulum as 
a whole. Those atoms nearest the point 
of suspension tend to accelerate the pen- 
dulum’s motion, while those at the bottom 
retard it. There must be some atom, how- 
ever, which vibrates in the same time as 
it would if disconnected from every other 
atom forming the total weight of the 
pendulum. This point is called the center 
of oscillation, and it would be very con- 
venient if the position of this could be 
easily found by calculation or by measure- 
ment of any shape of pendulum. The ex- 
act length required could then be obtained 
with certainty, and without further trouble. 
This cannot be done with less trouble than 
it is to obtain the length approximately, 
and then raise or lower the bob as may be 
found necessary upon trial.

but is it not a fact that a better class ot 
watch repairers of our medium and largest 
c'ties are not continually called upon to at- 
tend to the repairing of our domestic 
‘locks of better quality, and also to attend 
to the repairing of good and expensive 
clocks of foreign make, both modern and 
antique, of which may be mentioned the 
highly ornamental French quarter strike, 
the tall magnificent and harmonious chime 
clocks. The escapements of most of these 
expensive clocks require special study, and 
the same may be said of their compensation 
pendulums. 

The revenue to the repair department of 
the large jewelry stores by these clock re- 
pairs is not insignificant, and their da‘ly 
trade is considerably augmented. 





Device for Turaing Jewel Settings the 
Proper Size. 





HE tool shown herewith, made by T. 
Vickery, Oldbury, England, serves for 
turning a jewel setting automatically to the 
proper size for a hole jewel or cap jewel. 
It is made entirely of steel, and is notable 
for the fact that it is comparatively simple 
and can be made without great difficulty. 

The tool consists first of a steel shaft W, 
which is inserted in the usual perforated 
center of the lathe. To this shaft a steel 
plate A is riveted, to the upper end of 
which a measuring jaw E is screwed. The 
foot of this measuring jaw contains the 
thread for the set screw F. 

An equally large steel plate B lies flat 
on A and can be moved, without play, 
around the shoulder screw S. This plate 
B carries at its upper end the second meas- 
uring jaw E’. The spindle of the set screw 
F passes with free movement through the 
foot of the measuring jaw E’, and within 
this bearing is provided with a _ turned 
groove in which the end of a pin G, dr‘ven 
in from the side, catches so that the screw 
spindle of F can turn freely in the meas- 
uring jaw E’, but cannot move in a longi- 
tudinal direction. By turning the screw F 
the two measuring jaws E and E’ can. 
Within certain limits, be moved close to- 
gether or far apart, the shoulder screw C 
forming the pivot.

This cutter must there- 
fore not be broader than the smallest jewel 
for which a setting is to be cut. 

It is to be noted that the cutter D’ is not 
to serve for making or drilling a hole, but 
only to cut larger a hole that has already 
been drilled. It will now be plain to the 
reader why so much depends on the exactly 
equal size of the distances DE and DC. 
Let us suppose the measuring jaws E and 
E’ screwed up closely (when they will 
however, always be apart to the extent of 
the width of the cutter D’) and the cutter

inserted in a hole previously drilled in a 
piece of work which is exactly equal in 
diameter to the distance between the meas- 
uring jaws EE’, the graver D’, the cutting 
surface of which passes directly through 
the center of the piece of work centered in 
the lathe, will exactly fill out the hole. 
Suppose now the measuring jaws are 
screwed 2-10 mm. apart, the cutter D’ will 
have certainly only have been moved side- 
ways 1-10 mm., but the hole it will turn, 
its radius having been made 1-10 mm.

The use of this tool, says Deutsche Uhr- 
macher Zeitung, is therefore explained in 
a few words. We first drill in the piece of 
work a hole that is slightly smaller than 
the jewel to be set, and then, with the 
graver, continue cutting it larger until the 
jewel fits exactly between the measuring 
jaws. The setting will then exactly fit the 
jewel, because the size will be automatically 
correct if the tool has been carefully made 
according to the foregoing directions.

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Notes on Time by Wireless. 





WELL-KNOWN watchmaker recently 

predicted that the time will come when 
the ordinary clock of to-day will be looked 
upon as a curious antiquity. He claims that 
the great progress made in wireless teleg- 
raphy, bring-ng about new methods of time 
transmission, will cause the making of new 
horological devices as much different from 
the present clock as the old Nuremburg 
watch differs from the beautiful and cor- 
rect timepieces of nowadays. 

A clock to be used in connection with 
wireless transmission of time has been in- 
vented by Mr. Cerebotani, of Munich. It 
is regulated by an electric current sent from 
a wireless sending apparatus. It will be 
remembered that last Fall 14 European 
countries, the United States and Brazil sent 
deputations to Paris to attend a conference 
at which it was decided that stations should 
be established in different parts of the 
world from which day and night signals 
could be sent. In Europe there are now 
two of. these stations, one being the Eifel 
Tower in Paris and another in Norddeich, 
Germany. Rapid progress is being made in 
improving the wireless station at Arlington, 
W. Va., the United States Government sta- 
tion. This station, it is claimed, will have 
a sending radius of about 3,000 miles, when 
everything is perfected. By giving each 
vessel at sea exact Greenwich time every 
day, the uncertainty that is now due to 
defects in the chronometer will be largely 
removed. 

Several jewelers in Fall River, Mass., re- 
cently received the time by wireless from 
John Beattie, a local inventor of a novel 
scientific instrument. 

A booklet is being sent out by Beloit 
College, Beloit, Wis., advertising a w:=re- 
less time service.
